The bad places should first be 
thoroughly cleansed with soap and water, 
carefully dried; and then polished with blot- 
ting pe Meantime a paste should be pre- 
pared by cutting up some tinfoil and mix- 
ie it with mercury, This should be spread on 
t sheet of tinfoil ‘which has been cut a little 
larger than the space to be repaired. A 
iece of thin paper should be spread over the 
bad ad part, ana the tinfoil laid, mercury side 
down, se this. The paper is then drawn 
quickly away and the tinfoil weighted, Leave for 
a fortnight, when the glass will be ready for 
use. 

The hand glass, too, should have its full 
use. A casual, or even a studied inspection 
in the dressing-table mirror will leave unde- 
tected many errors in detail, which will be 
revealed by means of a good hand-mirror held 
in a strong light, and no woman who really 
studies her appearance can afford to leave her 
bedroom without the hand-mirror fpailig of 
revelation. 

Only with such care can we hope to “see 
ourselves as others see us.

of sponge. Decorate with portions of orange 
and sliced bananas. Chop jelly when cold, 
and place round sponge and put grapes round 
the top. Whip one quarter pint of cream, 
and place on top of apples. 


PEAR OR APPLE MELBA. 

Peel and core the fruit and stew in a good 
syrup a in the oven) until tender. 

Cut from a sponge cake some three-inch 
— and steep in the cold syrup from the 
ruit, 

Lay in individual dishes, place on each 
sponge cake the stewed fruit. Coat over with 
custard and cover with whipped cream, put 
on ice, decorate with chopped pistachio nut, 
and serve. 


ORANGE DRINK. 
Ingredients.—3 oranges, 1 lemon, 2 
sugar-candy, 1 quart boiling water. 
Method.—Slice the oranges and lemon, put 
into a jug with the sugar-candy, pour over the 
boiling water, stir at intervals tul cold.

PINEAPPLE LEMONADE. 
Ingredients.—1 pint water, 1 cup sugar, 3 
quart ice water, 1 tin grated pineapple, juice 
of 3 lemons.

ORANGE GINGERBREAD. 

Ingredients—} cup flour, 4 ozs.

mixed spice, nutmeg, ginger and cinnamon 
mixed, } teaspoon baking soda, 

Mcthod— Mix dry ingredients, rub in butter, 
and melted syrup, egg, orange juice, and 
milk if required, Bake in moderate oven íor 
1 hour. 

SUMMER CREAM. 

1 pint jeliy, wine or plain; sib. stewed 
pears, 2 oranges in rounds, with pips taken 
out; 4lb. grapes, 1 grapefruit, cup of cream 


or sweet condensed ruilk. 


Make the jelly.and when cool pour a layer 
into a deep glass dish, then put in pieces of 
the fruits, then a layer of stewed apples, to 
cover fruits, then jelly and fruits with 
stewed apples last. When fully set whip up 
cream or milk, pour on top of fruit and jelly, 
and serve with biscuits, sweet or plain. 


BANANAS GONDOLAS. 

Get 6 or more bananas: gill 
cream, 1 teaspoonful of sugar, 5S 
gelatine, a few sticks of angelica, 
table jelly, flavouring, and a few 
rice paper. 

Wipe the bananas, and remove a strip 
skin. . Remove the fruit, without breaking 
skin left. Pass the fruit through a sieve, and 
add to the melted gelatine along with sugar 
and flavouring, if desired, and cream. [ill 
the skins with this mixture, when almost set, 
stick a piece of angelica at one end for a 
mast, to which attach a piece of rice paper to 
resemble a sali. 

Have a flag at the other end. Melt the 
haif-pint of clear jelly, and pour it into a 
wide, flat jelly glass dish, in which set the 
boats. Kiddies are charmed with this. 


FRUIT CUSTARD OR CREAMS 

Wipe some apples and pears. Cut ‘into 
yaarters. but do not peel or core. Put into 
a pan with three ounces of sugar and one gill 
of water to each pound of fruit. Simmer 
gently until soft, then rub through a sieve. 
Keturn to pan with more sugar if not sweat 
creugh, and stir until boiling.. When cold, 
mix with custard or cream, and serve in 
wine or custard glasses.

CREAMERY MANAGERS’ 
VIEWS.

a Speaking at a well-attended conference of 
elegates of the Northern and Western 
Branches of the Irish Creamery Managers’ 
Association, held at Bundoran on Saturday, 

Mr. Timoney, Beleek, Chairman, said that 
they all agreed that improvements were 
necessary in the marketing of butter, but 
further improvements could not be made 
without standardisation of the product. Some 
seemed to imagine that the whole difficulty 
of marketing was due to the large number of 
sellers in Ireland, but, as a matter of fact, 
the number of egg shippers far exceeded the 
number exporting butter, and he did not 
suppose that it would be contended by any- 
body that the exporters of eggs were better 
salesmen than the shippers of butter. Yet, 
because eggs were graded, the price of Irish 
eggs was now on a level with nish. The 
same would happen in the case of butter 
when the buyer could get a Government 
guarantee of quality. They all agreed that 
more organisation was needed, but it was 
clear that there was an attempt to create an 
“atmosphere” of dissatisfaction with the 
creamery manager, for the purpose of bring- 
ing about changes, of the nature of which 
they were so far uncertain. Their sad experi- 
ence of some marketing schemes in the past 
showed the necessity of proceeding in this 
matter with the utmost caution. 

TRAINING OF APPRENTICES. 

A resolution was passed, that, with a view 
to the necessity of obtaining men with the 
highest standard of education, the rules of 
the Association in regard to the training of 
apprentices should be strictly enforced.’ 

A further resolution was passed, récom- 
mending the Department of Agriculture to 
hold their surprise inspections in England, 
so that the exhibits could be brought under 
the notice of British buyers. 

It was decided also to ask the Department 
to arrange with the railway companies to 
have exhibits to surprise competitions re- 
turned to the creameries free, or, alterna- 
tively, that they should be sold by the 
Department, except where otherwise requested 
by the individual exhibitor, and that in all 
cases samples of inferior quality be returned 
to the exhibitor. 

A resolution was passed that the sale of 
rolis in the North should be in future on the 
basis of the Irish Dairy Association’s quota- 


tion. 
A PROTEST. 

The following resolution owas _ also 
adopted :—** That we, the ‘members of the 
North-Western Branches of the 
Creamery Managers’ Association, protest 
against the statement contained in the report 
of the Imperial Economie Committee, that the 
Irish butter market has in the past suffered, 
and, to a certain extent still suffers, from the 
absence of any anthoritative means of deter- 
mining a reasonable price, and that we pro- 
test particularly against the Free State repre- 
sentatives’ approbation of it, and wish to 
point out that if this statement has been 
inspired by them they have rendered a poor 
service to our industry by making themselves 
responsible for assertions calculated to dis- 
credit the Irish weekly quotation in the eyes 
of the numerous buyers with which the Irish 
creameries have regular contracts, not to 
speak of the daily advices issued by our 
Association.” 


DUBLIN BOY KILLED BY

DRIVER CHARGED. 

At an inquest which was held yesterday 
afternoon in St. Vincent’s Hospital, Dublin, 
on the body of Henry Martin, aged six years, 
who was knocked down by a motor car on 
September 17th in Nassau street and fatally 
injured, a verdict of ‘‘ accidental death ” was 


i returned and the driver exonerated from all 


lame. 

Evidence was given that Mrs. Rosalind 
Aldwell, of The Rectory, Stillorgan, accom- 
panied by her son, was driving along Nassau 
street at a speed of about ten miles per hour. 
As they passed South Frederick street the 
deceased boy ran across the road—from the 
shop side to the College side—and he was not 
observed till he was within a few yards of 
the car.. Mrs. Aldwell applied the brakes and 
swerved to avoid striking him, but the left 
front mudgard hit the boy, knocking him 
down, and the back wheel went over him. 

Mrs. Aldwell, in her evidence, said that she 
had been driving a car for five or six years. 
She did all in her power to avoid the little 
fellow. He seemed to have come on to the 
centre of the road from behind some traffic 
that was proceeding in an opposite direction. 
She had intended turning up Dawson street 
to go to Stillorgan, but, the traffic being con- 
gested, she went along with the intention of 
proceeding via Kildare street. They were 
travelling at something under ten miles per 
hour. 

Dr. O'Carroll (house surgeon, St. Vincent’s 
Hospital) said that the boy died from shock 
due to the injury. They operated on him, 
but he died on last Sunday morning. 

The jury recommended the child’s parents, 
who live at South Frederick street, to the 
consideration of Mrs. Aldwell. 

DRIVER CHARGED. 

In the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. Little, Mrs. Aldwell was charged 
with negligently driving a motor car at 
Nassau street on September 17th, whereby 
she knocked down the boy, the left-hand 
wheel of the car passing over him and in- 
flicting injuries from the effects of which he 
died in St. Vincent’s Hospital on September 
19th. She was further charged with killing 
the boy. 

Inspector Ryan asked for a remand. 

Mr. E. A. Margetson, solicitor, who ap- 
peared for Mrs. Aldwell, asked for bail. 

Mr. Little granted a remand until to- 
morrow, allowing Mrs. Aldwell out on her 
own bail of £650.

CLOSE OF THE ABDGLASS

The Inspector added that the bathing arrange- 
ments were very primitive; the heating was 
not satisfactory, and the laundry was wholly 
unsuitable. The patients were very quiet and 
under good disciptine, and gave the impres- 
sion that kindly care and attention were 
bestowed on them, 

The Committee of Management have 
referred the report to a sub-committee, who 
will consider, amongst other items, the pos- 
sibility of boarding-out approved patients with 
the view of relieving the serious congestion. 
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NEW POSTAGE STAMPING 
DEVICE, 


Philatelists are greatly interested in the 
postage stamps produced on a new machine 
which has been licensed by the Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs for use in the Irish 
Free State. It is called the Neopost Mailing 
Machine, and it stamps any letter or parcel 
with a printed impression of the required 
values, cancels and date-marks them in one 
operation, and, further, produces the name 
and address of the sender or an advertise- 
ment of his goods upon the envelope. The 
Free State stamp is of a simple design. It 
shows tha heading ‘‘Saorstat Eireann” at 
the top of the stamp; underneath is the value 
in a cirele, both in letters and figures; at 
the bottom of the stamp are the word 
“ Postas” and the identity number of the 
user, by which the origin of every impression 
can be traced to the machine that made it.

HOW DEPARTMENT 
HELPS CONNEMARA.

(From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

In the somewhat barren country between 
Galway and the Western seaboard the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is doing a great deal 
to improve the lot of the small holders. 
Along the shores of Lough Corrib and right 
through the heart of Connemara one sees 
large numbers of polled cattle—Galloways and 
Galloway crosses—which are apparently doing 
well. Galloway bulls mate well with native 
cows of the Shorthorn type, the progeny being 
in great demand for stores. One reason for 
this is that they mature early, an important 
matter when the expense of feeding over a 
long period is taken into account. "They are 
also able to forage well in regions where other 
animals would starve. Otherwise, they would 
be of little use in Connemara. 

Something is also being done to improve 
the breed of sheep in Connemara. For this 
purpose imported black-face mountain ewes 
are crossed with Border Leicester rams to 
produce the popular grey-faces. The result 
is very satisfactory. u 

Pig-breeding also receives encouragement. 
This year 400 sows were distributed through- 
out the distriet, and the result is evident in 
the cuality of the young stock on various 
farms. Pedigree boars of the right type are 
also being distributed, where required, at 
nominal prices. 

this and other branches of agricultural 
work among the ‘“‘congests’’ of Connaught 
is largely in the hands of thirty agricultural 
overseers, who live among the people and 
know what they want. In this way the 
natives learn how to make the most of the 
small pockets of soil between the rocks which 
may be cultivated. 

Many of the people still maintain the un- 
fortunate habit of putting in the seed and 
relying on Providence to do the rest. ‘The 
agricultural overseers are able to show that 
something more is needed to bring the crop 
to maturity with success. : 


FARMING INSTRUCTION 
IN LOUTH. 


COMMITTEE OPPOSED TO 
, DEPARTMENT. 

At the meeting of the Louth Agricultural 
Committee in Dundalk yesterday a letter was 
read from the Department of Agriculture 
stating that, as the result of the Committee’s 
decision in the matter of appointing Mr. J. 
McEvoy as agricultural instructor, the 
interest of the agricultural community would 
be seriously impaired, as the services of an 
Sasltatneral tentrostor were urgently required 
in the county at the moment in connection 
with schemes of sugar beet experiments and 
the scheme of large wheat experiments, In 
the event of the Gommittee’s failure to pro- 
ceed with the appointment of an agricultural 
instructor of whom the Department would be 
prepared to approve they would be obliged 
lo consider the question of withholding the 
payment of any further grant in respect of 
the schemes in operation in the county. 

As a result of this communication a special 
meeting of the Council was called, and the 
Chairman (Mr. J. T. Magee) said that the 
constant wrangling which had gone on at 
the meetings of the Committee about this 
matter had kept away many of the members. 
On two occasions the Committee had 
appointed Mr. McEvoy as instructor, but on 
each occasion the Committee received notice 
from the Department refusing to sanction 
the appointment. 

Mr. fu hes said that it was scandalous that 
they could not get from the Department the 
reasons why they refused to sanction this 
man, and he believed that the whole thing 
was underhand work, The majority of the 
Committee should have some say in this 
matter. 

Mr. Nelson agreed, and said that the Com- 
mittee had never been told what the Depart- 
ment had against Mr. McEvoy. 

Mr. O’Reilly said that he considered the 
attitude of the Committee inimical to the 
best interest of the agricultural community, 
and as the Department paid the piper they 
should be allowed to call the tune. He 
proposed that they appoint a man to whom 
the Department weld approve, and this was 
seconded by Mr. J. P. Kearney. 

Mr. M‘Guinness, as an amendment,. pro 
posed that Mr. McEvoy be appointed for six 
months and at the end of that time that a 
‘committee of the members decide whether 
he was competent. 

his was seconded by Mr. McGuill, but 
the Chairman declared. it merely a waste of 
time. The Department would not sanction 
him now. 

Replying to a member, the Secretary stated 
that they got in grants £1,284 from the 
Department, and Mr. McGuill said that it was 
strange that the Department took up this 
threatening attitude merely to throw one man 
out on the roadside. 

On a vote Mr. McEvoy was re-appointed 
by 16 votes to 7.

«FURTHER REMAND 
es. BELFAST. 


“SPurther evidence was taken in the Belfast 
Custody Court yesterday in the case against 
John Francis Hoey, Wolfhill road, Ligoniel, 
and Thomas Wasson, Antrim road, clerks 
employed in the Shankill road Labour Ex- 
change, Belfast, who are charged with the 
theft of £580, the property of the Ministry 
of Labour, on the 2nd inst. 

Hugh Adams, Deramore avenue, a tempo- 
rary clerk, said that on Saturday, the 4th 
September, at 12.15, he went to No. 2 Store- 
room, 4 room that was usually used by the 
accused, Hoey and Wasson, and in the course 
of a Bearch in that room found a £1 nota. 
It. was on the top of some forms in a pigeon- 
hole ‘on the fourth shelf. He immediately 
pointed it out to Mr. Anderson, one of the 
‘Supervisors, who took possession of it. 

fo Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. (for Hoey)— 

Hat -toom was accessible to all members of 
thá staff at most times. 

Wi#ad, Constable Slack verified his previous 

ppesitions, and said that at about a quarter 
past'ten o'clock on Thursday, 2nd September, 
ja?went to the Shankill road Labour Ex- 
chafige and interviewed the prisoner Hoey. 
Asked fwhat had happened, Hoey said :— 

“Two. men came into the office, and one of 
them put his arm round my neck and threw 
something into my eyes. The other man had 
something black in his hand, like a revolver. 
Wasson was out at the time getting coppers. 
My glasses were smashed. I was knocked 
down and was practically unconscious, and 
when I recovered the money was gone. The 
stuff he threw into my eyes smelt like chloro- 
form or the stuff you get when you get teeth 
pulled.” Hoey was rubbing his eyes during 
that time. 

NO SMELL OF CHLOROFORM. 

Continuing his evidence, the witness said 
that he smelt Hoey’s hands and clothing 
about his neck, but could not detect any 
smell of any kind. Hoey was wearing a white 
starched linen collar. It was quite clean and 
not ruffled in the least. His tie appeared to 
be in order. There were no scratches on his 
face or marks of violence of any kind. 

The witness examined the office known as 
the pay office. It was a small room, about 
Tit. by 6ft., with a door leading in from the 
lobby, When the witness went to the office 
he did not smell any chloroform. There was 
a large room behind the pay office, which was 
separated by a wooden partition.  {[t con- 
tained a sliding window with a glass centre, 
and behind that there was a wire grill. There 
was a window on the left side of the pay 
office overlooking the yard. 

He noticed a piece of carbolic soap in a 
basin in the office, and noticed, further, that 
the glass of the pay window was obscured 
by something, but he did not then make a 
special examination of it. He found some 
pieces of glass from spectacles on the floor. 

In the course of a further statement, Hoey 
said—‘‘ I gave Mr. Wasson (the other ac- 
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procedure, and he left, closing the door. I 
was putting the money in a drawer when 
two men came in.” | 

Later Hoey said—‘‘I locked the door after 
Mr. Wasson left.”’ 

THE PAY-OFFICE WINDOW. 

Having made a further examination of the 
pay window, the witness fetched Hoey and 
pointed out to him the condition of the pane. 
Hoey said—‘‘ I was cleaning it. My eyesight 
is bad, and I wanted as much light as J 
could get. I cleaned it with a bit of rag or 
paper.” The witness remarked that it had 
been soaped, and Hoey replied: “Well, .I 
was washing my hands and I did this” 
(making a motion with his hands). 

The witness then said: ‘‘ Well, when you 
wanted more light did you clean it?” and 
Hoey said: “ Yes; I left it shining.” The 
witness then said: ‘‘ Someone must have come 
along afterwards and soaped it. Do you sug- 
gest that?” Hoey replied: ‘‘I would not say 
that they did or they didn’t.”

AMENDING LAND BILL 
CRITICISED. 
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COLONEL O’CALLAGHAN 


WESTROPP’S VIEWS. 


Speaking at the last meeting of the Clare 
Farmers’ Association, when the Amending 
Bill to the Irish Land Act of 1924 was 
criticised, Colonel O'Callaghan Westropp said 
that “the farmer was being ground out of 
existence between the upper millstone oí 
national taxation and the nether millstone of 
local rates. 

The Association, he said, always had 
striven to uphold the credit of the land, and 
they never had supported any farmer who 
failed to pay his annuities. To do so would 
have been madness. But one of the great 
objects of their Association was to protect 
their property from national confiscation. 
There was always the danger to the new 
generation of landowners that their property 
might be grieviously infringed upon and tam- 
pered with under the guise of land 
nationalisation. 


COUNTY COUNCILS’ POWERS. 

Proceeding, the speaker said that in the 
Amending Land Bill a deadly blow was being 
struck at their credit. What bank was 
going to make an advance on the security of 
the land if the Land Commission could come 
in and sell out to the exclusion of the first 
mortgagor? One clause in the bill provided 
that, if the Land Commission failed to find a 
purchaser for land offered for sale on account 
of the non-payment of annuities, they could 
offer the land to the County Council. ft 
would be lawful for the County Council, with 
the concurrence of the Minister for Local 
Government, to buy that land, although they 
might not require it for any of their statutory 
purposes, Observe the possible application 
of that, said Colonel Westropp. ‘By a 
steady application of the upper and nether 
millstones of national and local taxation, the 
County Council can grind you down until 
you can no longer pay your purchase annui- 
ties. The County Council can then acquire 
the land, give it to their pets, and throw the 
loss on the rest of the ratepayers.” 

Mr. P. Ryan (Knockalough) said that the 
Governmnet wanted to make the local 
County Council do their dirty work for 
them. They wanted to turn the Councils 
ir _ bailiffs and emergency men whilst they 
avoided all he odium. 

THE FARMER'S POSITION. 

Colonel Westropp said that the Govern- 
ment should concentrate on making agri- 
culture a paying proposition, and then the 
cause for selling out farms in satisfact:on of 
an.uities would cease. They were being 
told what they should do to make farming 
profitable. If there were a number of farms 
of th» type mentioned scattered about the 
county, why throw them over on the unfor- 
tunate County Council? Let the Depart- 
ment take them over and show the farmers 
how to make a living out of them. If the 
Department, with the assistance of the State 
behind it, could not make such farms pay, 
farmers could not be expected to do the 
impossible. 

Further consideration of the Amending 
Land Bill was. adjourned to the next meet- 
ing, so that instructions might be given to 
ths Farmer deputies as to the action to be 
taken when the bill comes before the Dail 
in November.

At a time when the revival 
of industry figures in the 
Free State Government’s programme, the 
closing of the five breweries has produced 
a large amount of unemployment and, 
doubtless, has discouraged the investment 
of either native or English capital in the 
Saorstát. The -smaller breweries have 
shared with other forms of trade the 
burden of increased wages, reduced hours 
of labour and higher costs of transport. 
These they might be able to endure; but 
they have been made special victims of 
a prohibitive taxation which is defeating 
all the efforts of the most careful and 
Indeed, the 
time seems to be near when the firm of 
Messrs, Guinness, with its vast resources 
and its huge export trade, will have a 
complete monopoly of the brewing i- 
dustry in Ireland. Thirteen years ago 
the duty on a barrel of beer brewed in 
the United Kingdom was 7s. 9d.; in 1914 
it was 25s.; in 1919 it was 70s., and in 
1920 it soared to 100s. At that figure the 
Free State Government has retained it, 
with the result that the price of a barrel 
of Irish porter, which was £1 6s. 8d. in 
1914, now stands at £5 10s. 3d. Naturally, 
the output of the smaller breweries has 
fallen rapidly in recent years, and they 
are consuming not more than half the 
quantity of barley which they consumed 
before the war.

Most of the Free State distilleries are in 
the same case with the smaller breweries. 
For them, too, taxation has become a load 
which is pressing the life out of their 
industry. In 1900 the duty on pot-still 
whiskey was lls. a proof gallon; in 1919 
it was 50s.; in 1920 it was raised to 
72s. 6d., which is the present rate. The 
distillers, like the appealed 
earnestly to Mr. Blythe on the eve of his 
last Budget ; but his attitude to both was 
that. of a Rhadamanthus or a Rehoboam. 
During the last three years the output 
of the Free State distilleries has fallen 
by 25 per cent. In 1900 the Free State 
had twelve working distilleries, which pur- 
chased annually from the Irish farmers 
nearly one million barrels of barley.

The Florida Storm. 


The terrible hurricane which has 
devastated a large part of Southern 
Florida is without parallel in the extent 
of its damage. It is reported to have 
arisen in the West Indies and to have 
swept over the Florida peninsula at 100 
miles an hour, wrecking houses, uprooting 
trees and leaving desolation in its wake. 
No fewer than 1,000 persons are believed 
to have lost their lives. Many thousands 
have been injured more or less seriously, 
and virtually the whole population of 
Miami, the “wonder-city ” which sprang 
up, almost like Aladdin’s palace, over-night, 
has been left homeless. The total damage 
estimated at at least £40,000,000. 
Miami and Palm Beach were places of 
great luxury. Enormous sums of money 
were lavished on their construction. No 
éxpense was spared to make them the play: 
ground of America’s millionaires; and 
now, in the twinkling of an eye, they have 
been wiped off the map. Miami has 
almost disappeared. The hurricane has 
been followed by heavy floods which have 
completed its destruction. Martial law 
has been declared to prevent looting, and 
the condition of the city, with its sur- 
rounding territory; is stated to. resemble 
that of San Francisco after the earth- 
quake. A fortnight ago the people of Ire- 
land, and, indeed, of the whole British 
Isles, were horrified by the news of the 
Drumcollogher accident, in which forty- 
nine lives were lost. The Florida disaster 
is immeasurably greater; yet, so powerful 
is the effect of geographical remoteness, 
the news was received in Dublin yesterday 
almost with indifference.

Irish Butter. 


creamery managers are beginning to 
interest themselves keenly in the improve- 
ment of butter standards. At a méeting in 
Bundoran, last Saturday, Mr. Timoney, 
of Beleek, laid stress on the fact that, 
while better marketing facilities were 
highly desirable, little could be done until 
Irish butter was standardised. Irish eggs, 
he said, already had been graded, with the 
result that they now fetched as high a 
price as Danish egys in the British 
market ; and as soon as the cross-Channel 
buyer could get a Government guarantee of 
quality in the case of butter, an equally 
satisfactory condition of affairs would be 
achieved. In the past, we regret to say, 
some of the blame for the failure of Irish 
butter to hold its own against Danish and 
other competition was laid justly at the 
doors of the creamery authorities. If the 
quality of Irish butter had been maintained 
throughout, and immediately after, the 
war, there would have been no need of 
Government yuarantees. The standard, 
however, was allowed to fall, with the in- 
evitable result that our country. lost its 
reputation for dairy produce. The farmers 
who supplied inferior milk, of course, were 
the worst culprits; but the lure of big 
profits also attracted some of the creamery 
managers, who inanufactured for export 
butter that never ought to have been 
allowed to leave the country. The Dairy 
Produce Act, by means of . which 
Minister for Lands and Agriculture has 
provided for the standardisation of butter, 
will make a great change in the quality 
of Irish produce, and, if the creamery 
managers loyally with the 
Government, there is no reason why our 
old market should not be recovered in its 
entirety. The best Irish butter is as good 
as that of any country in the world.

“ THE WHEEL ' AT LA SCALA 
THEATRE. 

There are many lessons to be learned and 
morals drawn from the Fox production at 
La Scala Theatre, Dublin, this week. Under 
the title, ‘‘ The Wheel,’’ there is presented 
an interesting picture of the pitfalls and 
dangers that beset the path of the gambler. 
The central figure in the story is the son of 
wealthy parents, who squanders a fortune at 
the roulette table. The wheel has an irresist- 
ible fascination for him, and his reputation 
becomes so unsavoury that even the doors of 
the gaming house are closed to him. — The 
one redeeming feature in an otherwise weak 
character is his love for an Irish girl, who 
conducts a millinery establishment. He 
marries her, much against the wishes of his 
‘parents, who think the girl socially beneath 
him. The young husband gets a post as a 
motor salesman, and for a time ' runs 
straight.’’ | 

The gambling fever in his blood, however, 
is hard to kill. He is entrusted with the 
sale of a high-priced motor car, and has to 
deliver it to the purchaser at a notorious 
gambling club. With the cheque for payment 
in his pocket, he is drawn to the revolving 
wheel, where he loses not only his own 
money, but the. cheque which he has im- 
properly endorsed. 

The whole affair has been planned by a 
disappointed admirer of the young miulliner. 
In a last desperate effort to save her husband 
from disgrace and imprisonment, the wife 
realises what money she can on her business 
and invests it in a bet on a horse race, 
ignorant of the fact that the horse she has 
backed is the property of her husband's 
rival, and that the jockey has been given in- 
structions to lose: The horse falls and the 
race is lost, but the injury his jockey 
brings home to the owner the dishonest game 
he has been playing. He makes the ‘‘ amende 
honorable,’’. and provides the happy ending. 

With a view to driving home the dangers 
and folly of gambling, there are illuminating 
illustrations of the ingenious methods by 
which ‘‘crooked’’ gamblers can manipulate 
a roulette wheel. 

The picture, however, not wholly a 
heavy sermon. ‘There are bright interludes, 
and a fine vein of comedy is provided by a 
young Jewish boy, who is not satisfied to be 
a millinery salesman, but wishes to be a lead- 
ing jockey. This part is very successfully 
and humorously played by George Harris, a 
former Liverpool comedian, who has an ex- 
cellent partner in Clara Horton. Harrison 
Ford is in the part of the hero, with Claire 
Adams as his wife. Both give excellent 
studies of their parts. There are some excit- 
ing horse-racing scenes in a film which ts 
always entertaining.

ANOTHER CALAMITY. 


NO NEWS FROM PENSACOLA. 
From ‘ Tue Times’? CorresPonpDeENt. 

a NEW YORK, Monday. 

Ihe hurricane which fell upon the Florida 
coast from Palm Beach to Miami at midnight 
on Friday left behind it 1,000 dead, 3.000 
injured | and 33.009 homeless. The damage to 
property is estimated to amount to 125.000.0009 
dollars (£25,000,000). 

There are now grave fears that a new 
calamity has occurred, as early this morning 
the same hurricane struck Pensacola. in the 
extreme north-western corner of the Siate. No 
word has come from that place since the 
Weather Bureau reported at 8.20 a.m. that 
the wind had reached a velocity of 100 ‘les 
an hour. Mobile. 50 miles further west, is 
also affected, and there are hurricane s*e:als 
up along the whole coast from Pensacvla to 
Uurwood, Louisana. 

In the last twenty-four hours thousands of 
people have fled from the Gulf ports to New 
Orleans for safety. 

The East coast disaster was at its worst in 
Miami, and the region immediately ‘o the 
north. the centre of the creat real ¢-tate 
‘boom "’ of last year. After the first visita- 
tion, which lasted for nine rours, 
with the wind reaching a velocity of 130 
miles an hour, there was a _ luil. Many 
people ventured forth from shelter, only to 
die when the hurricane returned upon its 
course. | 

Amid toppling houses and streets blocked 
with debris and flooded with water, hundreds 
vainly sought for safety. Wooden build- 
ings were ripped apart or ground into spliu 
ters, and concrete houses broke loose trom 
their foundations. An 18-storey skyscraper 
but lately finished was so badly twisted that 
it will have to be demolished. Another, fhe 
office of the Miami News, was left leaning 
at an angle of 70 degrees. 

Some yachts and small shipping in the 
harbour were lifted bodily into Ryl Park, 
and all the rest were engulfed, while the 
new docks were reduced to ruins. 

Five hundred persons perished in Miami, 
but the dead had to be left untended in the 
streets until the injured were succoured. One 
hundred and fifty died in Miami Beach, 
killed by collapsing houses, or miset- 
ably drowned, pinned down by wreck 
age. Hollywood and its suburbs’ wt 
Hallandale and jus had hardly a structure 
left standing. The dead there numbered 250. 
At Fort Lauderdale 100 were killed. Coral 
Gables escaped great damage, though some 
houses and business premises. were levelled, 
and further to the north the damage was 
comparatively small, but only comparatively. 
But directly west of Palm Beach, at Moore- 
Haven and Clewisten, 140 persons, many of 
them women and children, were drowned by 
the overflowing of Lake Okeechobee.

BRITISH BOYCOTT SPREADS.

Mutual jealousies, combined with inability 
to formulate a Government programme on the 
part of the Northern militarists, are respon- 
sible for the rapid spread of influence of the 
Kuomintang (Radical Party), which now 
claims control of virtually half the Chinese 
Republic, including the provinces of Kwang- 
tung, Kwangsi, Kweichow, Hunan, Szechuen, 
Hupeh and Kansu, with partial contro] of 
Honan and Shensi. 

Marshal Wu Pei-fu, the Chihli leader, has 
heen forced to retreat as far as Cheng Chow, 
in Northern Honan province, owing to the 
inability of Marshal Chang Tso-lin to send 
reinforcements, while Marshal Sun Chuan- 
fang, Commander of the lower Yangtse pro- 
vinces, has been forced to withdraw. from the 
Kiangsi border owing to the advance of the 
Southerners, who are also moving into Fukien 
piovince, in the direction of Shanghai. 

The anti-foreign demonstrations in the 
upper Yangtse region, as a result of the 
British bombardment of Wanhsien, are forcing 
the evacuation of foreigners from Chung- 
king. some reports stating that there is a 
possible necessity that all foreigners shall 
evacuate Szechuen province 

British interests are seriously disturbed at 
the rapid spread of the boycott in the Yangtse 
valley, and are continuing the agitation for 
intervention, but it is not believed that 
action is probable without Japanese and 
American assistance. 

PEKING, Monday. 

Although the Cantonese commanders, have 
agreed to lift the British boycott within 
twenty days, substituting a luxury tax, the 
Labour unions have indicated their resent- 
ment, and are putting forward demands for 
the employment of pickets.

In an earlier message Reuter’s Correspon- 
dent said:—To-morrow’s Council of Minis- 
ters, when M. Briand will inform the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet of the details of his con 
versations with M. Stresemann, is awaited 
with the greatest interest. 

It is no secret that some members of th: 
Cabinet of National Union have been for 
years staunch advocates of the execution of 
tae Versailles Treaty, and an animated dis 
cussion is anticipated.

SUBSTANCE AND SHADOW.

DR. SERESEMANN’S 
STATEMENT.

GENEVA, Monday. 

The League of Nations Council this after- 
noon disposed of a number of secondary 
questions, though se.ne interest was aroused 
In one stage of the proceedings owing to the 
intervention of Dr. Stresemann in a dis- 
cussion on complaints from the Memel Diet 
respecting alleged actions of the Lithuanian 
Government, and on the question of a loan 
to relieve the financial distress of the free 
city of Danzig, which latter matter, occupied 
the greater part o. the sitting. This was the 
first time that Dr. Stresemann had taken part 
in the transactions of the Council, and his 
observations, though they were delivered in 
German, were listened to with marked atten- 
tion. 

It was regarded as not an 
feature that the German Foreign Minister 
supported the view that -iplaints from 
Memel can be addressed to members of the 
Council, and contended that any member of 
the Council had a right to raise that question. 


FINANCES OF DANZIG. 

In the discussion regarding the finances of 
Danzig, Dr. Stresemann associated himself 
with the views of Dr. Sahm, the Danzig 
President, who delivered a lengthy statement 


unimportant 


depicting the financial straits of Danzig in 


great détail, and expatiating on the neces- 
sity of financial aid. So far as 
Memel was concerned, Dr. Stresemann 
argued that the financial question already 
had been disposed of, and said that he felt 
that the outstanding questions between 
Lithuania and Memel wouid be amicably 
seitled. : 

As to the financial position of Danzig, Dr. 
Stresemann made the important statement 
that, were the tariff war between Poland and 
Germany to cease and be succeeded by a 
commercial treaty between the two countries, 
the economic situation of Danzig would be 
relieved. : 

POLAND AND DANZIG. 

Dr. Stresemann added that the relations 
between Poland and Danzig were of especial 
interest to Germany. : 

Viscount Cecil, who has taken Sir Austen 
Chamberlain’s place on the Council, remarked 
that it was unnecessary to translate Dr. 
Stresemann into English, though he desired 
to state that this must not be taken as a 
precedent. In the course of further remarks 
Lord Cecil said that if Danzig wanted a’ loan 
it would have to satisfy the leaders. 

Dr. Stresemann, who followed, emphasised 
the great unemployment in Danzig, and sup- 
ported the view that Danzig should be 
allowed to contract a loan to relieve the 
situation. 

Finally the Council adopted the reports 
sent in by the Committees on both subjects, 
and both reports were favourable to Memel 
and Danzig. 

An importance quite incommensurate with 
the magnitude of the matters under discus- 
sion is attributed here to to-day’s proceedings. 
It is felt that Dr. Stresemann’s intervention 
to-day can but contribute to win adherents 
to the League in Germany, as showing what 
can be done for Germans outside the Reich 
within the walls of the League Council 
Chamker.—(Reuter.) 

SPAIN AND THE LEAGUE. 
SAN SEBASTIAN, Monday. 

. At a meeting of the Cabinet, presided over 
by the King to-day, the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs announced that Spain had been: in- 
vited to take part in the Disarmament Con- 
ference. The Cabinet, in view of the fact 
that the United States were taking -part in 
the conference, though it did not belong to 
the League of Nations, and since Spain’s 
participation would by no means bind her 
in any way, decided to participate in the con- 
ference. The Minister for Foreign Affairs 
also gave his colleagues an account of the 
impression made on League members by the 
withdrawal of Spain.—(Reuter.)

MINERS DISCUSS 

MR. BALDWIN’S 
LETTER. 


WHAT TO-DAY MAY 
BRING. 
POSITION IN THE 
COALFIELDS. 


HE Miners’ Federation Executive, 
which met in London yesterday 


morning, sat until after six o’clock in the 


evening, when Mr. Cook stated that the 
Committee had been considering the letter 
from the Prime Minister, and had 
adjourned the discussion until this morn- 
in: at ten o'clock. : 

It is understood that the discussion was 
of a very g@meral character and that the 
Executive arrived at no definite decision 
regarding their course of action. 

A member of the Miners’ Executive stated 
last night that the committee were consider- 
ing carefully and impartially the Prime 
Minister’s letter, and the report of the 
officials on the Downing street interview. No 
opinions had, so far, been expressed by the 
Executive, either for or against the Govern- 
ment’s scheme. 

They would, he said, ieassemble to-day 
with open minds, and would reach a decigion 
after weighing up all the points. There were 
several courses which thev might adopt. The 
Executive could totally reject the proposals, 
seek from the Government elucidation of 
certain points, or put forward counter-pro- 
posals. He expressed the opinion that the 
Executive would probably uot take the re- 
sponsibility of rejection or of making counter- 
proposals, and that a delegate conference 
would be called in a few days. The whole 
issue was in the melting-pot. 

‘We all probably have our own views on 
the Government’s scheme,” he added. 
““ Personally, I think it will be no solution, 
and will not bring a settlement, but the 
Executive are determined to give the matter 
the most earnest attention.” 3 


ANOTHER TWO MONTHS.

MINERS AND THEIR BEER. 

An allegation that: miners who have 
returned to work were refused beer was made 
at Eckington yesterday, when Charles Henry 
Storey, Secretary of the Elmont Working- 
men’s Club, Creswell, and Svdney Watson 
and Frederick Holmes, Secretary and Steward 
respectively of the Star of Beighton Working- 
men’s Club, were fined five pounds each and 
costs. for conduct calculated to restrict the 
supply of fuel, by preventing beer from being 
supplied to the miners. 

The prosecuting solicitor said that Storey 
wrote to several miners who have returned tc 
work, telling them not to come to the club 
during the strike. If they did, they would 
not get served. The object of the letter, said 
the solicitor, was to ostracise the miners, or 
send them to Coventry. Watson and 
Holmes were alleged to have refused to 
supply three miners who have returned to 
work. and who entered the club and called 
for beer. 


PONTYPOOL RIOT. 

Before an independent bench of magistrates 
at Pontypool, vesterday, Arthur Jenkins, a 
prominent South Wales miners’ agent, and 
several other men, were charged with creat- 
ing riot and breach of the peace at Quarry 
Level, Pontvpool, on August 30th. A crowd 
of between 800 and 1.000 assembled with the 
object of pursuading a number of miners not 
to resttme work. It was alleged that stones 
were thrown at the police, who then charged 
and the crowd fled. Arthur Jenkins and 
others, it was stated, got under a truck and 
remained there until the charge was over. 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day. 


PLIGHT OF MINER HOUSE- 
OWNERS. 

Among a batch of 100 persons summoned 
at Cannock yesterday for rates was a retired 
miner who had sixteen houses. The tenants 
owed him over £100 because of the strike 
and he could net pay the rates..

FIRST MOVES IN BIG 
BATTLE. 


FREE STATE ARMY 
MANGEUVRES. 
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From OUR SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE, 
KILTEEL, Monday: Night. 

War has been declared in the Irish Free 
State. An invading army supported by 
armoured cars and aircraft is marching on 
the capital, whic. is being gallantly de- 
fended by troops from the Dublin barracks, 
who had to be hurriedly mobilised when 
hostilities began at seven o’clock this morn- 
ing. The invaders, a powerful force, 
capably led, rest in bivouac to-night with 
their left flank at Kilteel and their right 
near Golden Hill, about a mile and a half 
south-west of Kilbride. Contact has been 
established between the two armies, and: 
heavy fighting is likely to take place to 
morrow. Meanwhile scouts of the opposing 
forces reconnoitre ‘‘ No Man’s Land,” and 
affairs of. outposts are of frequent occur- 
rence. 

Citizens of Dublin, however, may go 
about their business as usual. and sleep 
peacefully in their beds o’ nights. Cabinet 
Ministers have not been recalled from 
their vacations; nor is there any likelihood 
of the seat of Government being removed 
to Cork. Warfare there is, but only of a 
mimic character; the invading Blue Army 
and the defending Red troops are just 
parts of the Eastern and Curragh Com- 
mands of the Irish Free State Army, who, 
after several strenuous months of platoon, 
company and battalion training, are now 
enzaged in their annual manceuvres. 


THE GENERAL IDEA. : 

‘The operation order, on which the four 
davs’ tield work is based, reflects great credit 
upon Jieutenant-General P. McMahon, Chief 
of Staff, and the officers of General Head. 
quarters responsible for framing it. The order 
gives ample seope for a wide. variety of war 
exercises in attack-and defence; protection at 
rest and on the march; mobility tests, and 
co-operation among the various arms of the 
Service.

WAR DECLARED. 

Blue Land declared war on Red Land, and 
beth Armies immediately mobilised, the Red 
Army, consisting of three infantry battalions, 
each 400 strong, a flight of aeroplanes (three 
machines), a battery of field guns, armoured 
cars, signallers, and a company of Medical 
Services and other departmental troops, com- 
manded by Colonel Michael Hogan, No. 5 
Brigade, marched at once to the frontier. It 
Was a severe march of some eighteen miles, 
in full marching order, and at the end of it 
the men were in perfect condition. 
The Blue Army, of similar strength, under 
Colonel Austin Brennan, was also early astir 
at the Curragh, and had to march a distance 
even longer to the disputed sector. Yet, 
despite the severity of the march in heavy 
equipment, each man carrying, as well as 
his rifle, three hundred rounds of ammunition, 
and all his necessaries, they, too, like the 
Red enemy. arrived fit and ready for the 
Lattle. 

The -ricght flank the defending’ force 
rushed yuickly into Kilteel, just on the 
border of neutral Green land, prepared to de- 
fend their country at all costs. The advance 
guard, consisting of an armoured car and a 
lorry full of troops, boldly entered the village. 
They were too late. however, the invaders 
were already there, and the umpires declared 
the armoured car and the troops out of action. 
Vollowing up this initial success, the Blue 
Army delivered a flank attack on the Red 
right, and were able to drive back some dis- 
tance the defenders. Here hesitation almost 
lost the day. The Red troops were sparse at 
this point, though . they . occupied high 
ground; they were for the moment unable to 
consolidate and counter-attack the Blues. Had 
the latter continued their push at this junc- 
ture success must have attended their efforts ; 
the way to Dublin, it appeared, was almost 
crear. The défending -forces,- therefore. got 
time to reorganise; reserves were brought up 
from other parts of the front and the position 
consolidated. Fighting continued at this 
roint for some time, following an unsuccessful 
encircling movement hy the Blues. It was 
{oo late, however: valuable time had been 
lost: the defenders had been able to 
strengthen solidly their position. 


PRESIDENT UNDER FIRE. 

While the fight was being fiercely fought. 
and these voung soldiers put a remarkable 
amount of keenness and energy into their work. 
Yresident Cosgrave, accompanied bv Lieu- 
tenant-General P. McMahon. Major-General 
Sweenev, General Officer’ Commanding the 
Western (ommand, Major-General Brennan, 
Adiutant General, and Colonel Liam Hayes, 
arrived on. horseback. The _. President 
should rea'ly have been declared a casualty, 
several times over, for he took great risks 
while riding within the line of, fire. He 
safely emerged, one was glad to see, smilingly 
remarking to a group of Pressmen and camera 
men as he returned to the headquarters of 
the Director of Operations that he was a 
non-combatant. Still, blank ammunition at 
short range is extremely dangerous, but 
fortune to-day favoured the President. 

The Red forces were compelled to with- 
draw to a position adjacent to Cromwells- 
town, where the reorganisation and consoll- 
dation was effected. At this stage the de- 
fending army’s tactics were admirable. The 
extreme left of the line, which was situated 
on high ground in the region of Kippure, was 
shortened by about a mile and a half; the 
left flank at the conclusion of the movement 
rested at Cloghleagh Bridge. Large numbers 
of men were thus released for service on the 
right, which was seriously threatened by the 
tactics of the invading troops. At the same 
time, the defending artillery—ideally situated 
under. good cover half a mile east of Crom- 
wellstown—shelled with good results the Blue 
position at Kilteel, and had as targets a 
couple of enemy armoured cars. The guns 
of the battery were cleverly camouflaged with 
greenery, and though the Blue aeroplanes 
circled overhead- a dozen times they: were 
unable to detect. the gun emplacements. 


GOOD DISCIPLINE. 

Despite the slight reverse earlier’ in the 
day, the Red troops ‘were not disheartened. 
Taking advantage of the heavy concentration 
of the Blue Army at Kilteel, a forward move- 
ment was made along the Brittas-Blessington 
road, a paint not too strongly held. hy the 
Blues. This movement was highly successful, 
and when the “ cease fire’’ sounded the de- 
fending troops had _ gained considerable 
ground. It was hard work throughout the 
day, and the troaps of both Commands ac- 
quitted themselves well. They had been 
without food since early morning, and the 
dinner—well cooked in the _ field 
kitchens—was. thoroughly. relished. When 
‘Lights out,’’ went tired troops had already 
crept to their neat brown canvas bivouacs to 
arise refreshed for to-morrow’s fighting. 

The important work of the maneuvres will 
be done during the next few days. The 
operations of to-day were of only a prelimi- 
nary character. Contact, however, has 
established between the opposing forces, and 
that in itself is a sufficiently good day’s work.

COOLER WEATHER IN

The tropical heat of the week-end was 
broken in North Wales, the North of Eng- 
land and parts of Scotland by terrific 
thunderstorms yesterday, lasting several 
hours, following in some instances a con: 
siderable play of lightning during the 
night. The visitation was 
described as the worst for nearly thirty. 
years, and the accompanying deluge caused 
flooding and serious inconvenience and 
delay to traffic by road and rail. 


RAILWAY DAMAGED. 


& é 
SHEEP SWEPT AWAY BY 
FLOODS. i 

Ballast was washed out of the permanent 
way between Barnard Castle and Kirkby 
Stephen. near the. summit of the Penmine 
‘Range, and trains were stopped and traffic 
diverted until the damage had been repaired. 
Tondon and North-Eastern Railway gangers 
however, quickly got over the trouble, an 
the ordinary service was resumed in the 
afternoon. In Berwick and the district the 
peals were deafening, and the lightning almost 
continuous. Low lying places were inundate 
and telegraphic and telephonic communication 
interrupted. 
The storm raged over some parts of the 
Fast and South of Scotland for eight hours. 
Many miles of country were left in a flooded 
state, and enormous damage was done to 
grain crops. s E 
The worst storm for thirty years visited 
"se hilly districts in the upper reaches of the 
Tyne. and the river became so swollen that 
it overflowed its banks. submerging gardens; 
roads and harvest fields. - Between Alston 
and Haltwhistle roads were blocked by floads,. 
holding up vehicular traffic for hours. 
Pedestrians were obliged to use the Alston 
railway viaduct. A number of sheep were 
carried down the Tyne from this neighbour- 
hood, while hundreds of rabbits tried te 
reach higher ground when the water ad- 
vanced. Many were so terror stricken that 
they were easily picked up. 


CHURCH STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 
In Newcastle itself the sky became an 
orange colour before the storm broke, . The 


church at Gateshead, and, tearing a gaspipe, 
set the porch alight. The flames, however, 
were quiekly extinguished i i 
experienced in its greatest severity. Whole 
streets in the Litherland district were soos 
under water, and a lake of 150 yards long was 
formed at, the junction of Palmerston Avenue 
and Palmerston Drive. ‘Fhe British Legation 
(‘lub was marooned, and barrels of beer 
tioated in the yard. Passengers to and from 
Seaforth Station had to cross in carts a lake 
200 yartt#‘long. A house in Bootle was struck 
by lightning, and a ceiling fell upon the oceu- 
pants in their beds. Houses were flooded at 
New Brighton, where paving stones were torn 
up by the force of the inundations. 

At Birkenhead, where wireless aerials were 
aestroyed, the st4rm was accomfipamed by a 
heavy fall of hailstones. In the Mersey the 
highest and worst tide tor years was running, 
and ferryboats had to put, out storm gang 
wavs to embark and disembark passengers. 


FARMERS’ LOSSES. 

At Corwen, in North Wales. the stors 
broke at about 4 a.m., and continued for fout 
hours. ‘Three cows were killed by lightning 
at Tynrhiy’s farm, Laydlydan. Fxtensive 
farm buildings at Gwernyeoe, in Montgomery- 


were extensively damaged by fire from thé 
lightning, and a valuable herd of pedigree 
Hereford cattle was saved with difficulty. 
Much valuable machinerv and a considerable 
quantity of hay were destroyed. 

At Keighley, in Yorkshire, a tremendous 
downpour accompanied the electrica! disturb- 
ance, and shops in the North Street Arcade 
were flooded, stocks of silk dresses and 
ladies’ hats heing damaged. At Richmond, 
in the sane county, hailstones as large as 
marbles fell, while at the barracks a large 
gun was struck by lightning and damaged. 


GREAT RAINFALL. 

The storm burst violently over Darlington, 
and at Croft the main road from York was 
flooded to a depth of two feet, and motor 
cars, which were stranded, were pulled out 
by a local carrier with his horse and cart, 

The River Tees rose ten feet in two hours, 
and workmen on the banks in the vicinity, 
of Darlington Waterworks had to beat a 
hasty retreat. In two hours and a half an 
inch of rain fell. 

TWO FISHERMEN MISSING.

The 
argument over that issue had cost us 
so much that we could not afford 
to renew it for some time without 
running the risk of mutual extermination. Yet 
there was a danger that the same barren, 
ludicrous controversy would be revived, and, 
if certain parties could manage it, again made 
the d bone of contention wings of 
the Republican Party concentrate on this as 
“the only question worth discussing, and the 
Government Party, with its divided councils 
would, doubtless, 
welcome a position in which they could pose 
as the only barrier between the country and 
naked anarchy. It would afford a miost 
welcome escape from more complicated and 
vital responsibilities. Therefore, the best 
friends of the Government Party in the 
General Election would be their so-called 
principal opponents—the Republican Parties 
of both wings. It was for the Labour arty, 
by an intensive educational and organising 
campaign, to frustrate such a development, 
and force all parties to confront those social 
and economic issues, which meant national 
progress or national decay.

SURPRISE FOR BOARD OF 
HEALTH. 


INSPECTOR'S CHARGES - 
IN REPORT.

At the Longford County Board of Health 
meeting (Mr. Hugh Garahan, Chairman, 
residing), a report on the condition of the 
 Esorgor County Hospital was transmitted 
by the Local Government Department, with 
a covering letter directing the Board to give 
the report very serious consideration, seeing 
that Dr. Brendan McCarthy, the Inspector, 
on his visit to the institution on 18th August, 
found the place in a condition of disorder 
and neglect. 

The artment’s letter stated, in reference 
té the Matron (Nurse Neary), that, failing 
her resignation and the acceptance of it by 
the Board, she should be suspended, as 
otherwise the Minister would be obliged to 
remove her from office forthwith by. Sealed 
Order. 

This unfavourable report by Dr. McCarthy 
came as a bombshell on the Board of Health, 
as it was generally sa that since the 
hospital was re-opened, about two years ago, 
it was one of the best of its kind in the 
Free State, and patients treated in it in- 
variably gave unstinted praise to the manage- 
ment and -staff. 

COMPLAINTS IN THE REPORT. 

The report of Dr. McCarthy, following his 
inspection on 18th August, stated, in part :— 

The operating theatre should be modern- 
ised; the instraments were rusty; glasses 
were broken; the water supply was bad, and 
so were the sanitary arrangements. It would 
be difficult to exaggerate the conditions of 
disorder and neglect which were to be seen 
everywhere. Clothes were caked with dirt, 
the medical stores were in disorder, beds 
were unmade, blue-mould was growing on. 
the floors, and the painting on the walls was 
damaged. The medical officer’s house was 
in a deplorable condition. The condition of 
the institution threatened the lives of the 
patients who came in for treatment. The 
matron’s room was also in disorder. 

Mr. R. Belton—The matron is not receiv- 
ing, fair play in this matter. She was away 
on holidays at the time that the Inspector 
visited the place, and she is largely not 
responsible for the conditions that prevailed 
then. 

Mr. Doris—I was often through the place 
as a member of the Visitirg Committee, and 
there was always a complaint of the shortage 
of hands to run the institution. 

Senator McGuinness—In regard to the 
damage to the painting and the conditions 
of the walls, that was caused by visitors, 
and could not at all be prevented by the 
matron or the staff. As regards the floors, 
patients are going in there at all times from 
town and country with dirty boots, and it 
is impossible to keep the floor in a good 
state, except that the people going in are 
provided with slippers. ; 

MATRON’S STATEMENT. 

The Matron, Nurse Neary, said that she 
could not understand how anyone could come 
in while she was on holidays and make 
accusations of this sort against her. It was 
most unjust. 

In a general statement, the Matron denied 
all the charges. She did not admit that 
conditions in the hospital were anything as 
bad as had been reported. As to the con- 
dition of the floors, she said that they were 
being constantly walked over by patients 
coming in, and it was impossible to keep 
them in good condition. She pointed out 
that from 1910 she had been in the service 
of the Infirmary, which was converted into 
the County Hospital latterly, and since 1914 
was matron. During all these y@ars she 
never got an unsatisfactory report. She called 
for an independent inquiry, and said that she 
did not consider it fair to be condemned 
without trial. 

Senator McGuinness said that the matron 
had been there as matron since 1914, and 
had certainly saved the ratepayers a lot of 
money by her good management. 

Mr. Doris—I always admired her reports, 
and, as a member of the Visiting Committee, 
I admired the way that she keeps the place 
and looks after the patients. 

Mr. Sheridan—There seems 
thing behind the whole thing. 
Miss Neary said that as regards the con- 
dition of her room, as reported by the 
inspector, she was away at the time, and 
the room was occupied by a nurse in her 
absence. She could not be held responsible 
for the room then. 

Chairman—That is quite right. 

Mr. Belton suggested that 
should ask for a sworn inquiry. 

The Secretary was directed to send the 
matron’s statement to the Local Government 
Department, with a minute of the views of 
the Board on the matter.

SWIMMERS FAIL.

WOMAN DOCTOR'S TWENT) 
FIVE-HOUR SWIM. 
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Three more swimmers have failed to 
conquer the Channel : 

Miss Maclennan’s effort lasted twenty- 
five hours and eighteen minutes, which, 
with the exception of Sullivan’s attempt, 
is the longest on record. She left Cape 
Grisnez on last Sunday evening, and 
abandoned her effort at 6.50 last evening 


when only a mile and a quarter from 
Dover. 


Mr. Carey, who started from Cape Grisnez 
with Miss Maclennan, gave up at 10:30 the 
same night after five hours’ swimming. He 
had been driving a motor ’bus between 
Iiythe and Folkestone up to three o'clock on 
last Sunday morning, and rushed to Dover in 
order to make his attempt that night. He 
became exhausted, and in order not to keep 
Miss Maclennan back left the water. 

Colonel Freyberg, who set out from Cape 
Grisnez at 5.19 yesterday mornimg, gave up 
alter 9 hours 37 minutes when five miles off 
Dover. He was not exhausted, but, ag on a 
previous occasion, the war wound in his leg 


. gave him considerable trouble, in addition to 


which he was in a wrong position for the 
tice. 

He kept up a pace of sixteen stúbkes to 
the minute for most of the journey. A sea 
mist caused lim to lose his bearings. After 
covering 25 miles he found it impossible to 
catch the favourable tide, and he gave u 
when perfectly fresh, and was able to climk 
aboard the accompanying Admiralty tn 
Langdon without assistance. He sliced 
himself fit for another nine hours when leav- 
ing the water. It was a gallant attempt, 
ouly defeated by the swimmer’s old war 
wound. 

Before leaving Dover for the French coast 
on last Sunday afternoon Miss Maclennan 
said that she had no proper training. for the 
Channel attempt, but had been swimming 
since childhood. After using the breast 
stroke for a few minutes she swam on her 
back almost all the time. When about five 
miles out she was stung by a jellyfish, and 
about 7:30 yesterday morning was again 
stung severa] times on the legs and back. 
The jellyfish, with their Jarge tentacles, came 
up in a shoal, and those on the 
boat accompanying the swimmer _ had 
to sweep them. out of the track 
with long poles. At 10.30 esterday 
morning, Miss Macellan was two miles from 
Folkestone and was then advised to give up, 
but resolutely refused. Progress was slow 
alter that, and the Scuth Goodwins light- 
ship seemed to act like a magnet to the 
swimmer for a couple of hours. Soon after 
‘bree o'clock the edb tide began to send 
ler westward, and it was hoped that she 
would make the land between St. Margaret's 
and Dover. 

Shorily before 5.30, however,. the wind 
began to freshen; but again the plucky young 
swimmer refused to give in, At 6. arey, 
who had swuin with her at intervals, seeing 
that she had no chance of success, got hold 
of the swimmer, against her will, and pulled 
her into the boat. 

She had a great reception at Dover, and 
said that she ielt “all right.’’ 

During the latter part of the swim the 
Cunard liner Tuscania came racing up the 
Channel, and appeared to be bearing down on 
the swimmer. Boat hooks and towels were 
waved, and she sheered off, but not before 
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the boats were tossed about like corks,

NATIONALITY OF 
MARRIED WOMEN. 


APPEAL TO THE FREE 
STATE. 


The National. Council of the Women of 

Jand have sent to the Irish Free State 

elegates to the Imperial Conference a 
memorandum which claims for women the 
right to retain their nationality on marriage 
with a foreigner. 

Among the Commonwealth of British 
Nations, the Council say, England and 
Australia have already pronounced in favour 
of this right by resolution in Parliament, and 
they hope that the Government of Ireland, 
which has already made a name for en- 
lightened legislation, will not be numbered 
among reactionaries in this instance. 

RIGHT GRANTED BY OTHER NATIONS. 

The memorandum sets out the names of 
sixteen nations which have granted to women 
the right to retain their own nationality on 
marriage with a foreigner, and of three which 
have pronounced in favour of similar legisla- 
tion. 

Setting out special hardships under the 
present law, the memorandum states that 
owing to the automatic operation of the law 
a woman may lose her nationality without 
being aware of the fact or appreciating its 
significance. This is particularly hard on the 
uneducated woman, who comes quite unpre- 
pared into difficulties she does not understand. 

A woman may find herself Stateless at a 
time of international crisis, the very time 
when she is most in need of protection from 
her country. If she is a widow, her diffi- 
culties may be very serions. A European 
woman married an American, whose work 
kept him resident for many years in her 
country. Just before the Great War they 
returned to America, where the man died 
before his wife had time to qualify for 
American citizenship. She learnt that her 
property in Europe was going to wrack and 
ruin, but could not get a passport to return 
and look after it, and, having no citizenship, 
she could not empower anyone élse to look 
after it for her. 

THE CASE OF A DUBLIN WOMAN. 

In normal times a woman forfeits certain 
claims and privileges, even though she con- 
tinues to live in her own country. This, 
again, bears hardly on widows. A: Dublin 
woman married an Italian barber and gur- 
vived him by many years. She never set 
foot out of Ireland, but at the age of eighty 
she was not eligible for an old age pension. 

A woman deserted by her husband cannot 
return to the protection and privileges of her 
own nation. She can only live there as a 
foreigner, whose nationality «may be 
arbitrarily changed at any time by the action 
of her absentee husband. 

| ALLIANCE’S RESOLUTION. 

The memorandum then ‘states that the re- 
solution of the International. Alliance of 
Women for Suffrage and Equal Citizenship, 
which affirmed its adherence to the following 
aac wigs that :—‘‘ (a) Effect of Mar- 
riage: Lhe nationality of a woman shall not 
be changed by reason only of (I.) Marriage, 
or (HI.) a change. during marriager in the 
nationality of her husband. (b) Retention or 
Change: The right of a woman to retain her 
nationality, or to change it by naturalisation, 
denationalisation or denaturalisation, shall 
not be denied or abridged because she is a 
married woman. (c). Absence of Consent: 
The nationality of a married woman shall not 
be changed without her consent, except under 
conditions which would cause a change in the 
nationality of a man without his consent, and 
its demand that legislation in all countries 
should be based on these principles.” '

IRISH FUEL. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRIS TIMES. 

Smr,—Present high prices of coal, prospect 
of its soaring in- winter, and certainty that no 
matter where our fuel comes from, the price 
for a time will be abnormal, should focus 
public attention on the problem: Can Ireland 
be made independent of outside fuel supplies? 
No economist can deny that, if we were a 
thrifty people, the import list could be sus- 
pended, with the exception of metals, oils, 
rubber, tea, timber and a few odds and ends. 
With regard to coal, there is no Irish shipping 
to be bunkered. Whatever shipping there is, 
is virtually. English, or plying to English 
ports. Arigna, Kilkbany, etc., could supply 
coal or briquettes for the railways and 
for heavy furnace consumption. Smaller 
boilers and domestic use could do very 
well on. manufactured. peat,.. which, 
in its initial and imperfect stage; is excellent 
as far as it goes. The obtaining of gas-coal, 
perhaps the biggest difficulty, is not insuper- 
able. The uses of peat appeals to the people 
—particularly the poor. It breathes health 
into the home, There is health in every stage 
of its production and use. 

The production of peat-fuel is a most 
attractive outlet for the investment of capital 
—if Ireland were only hospitable to capital. 
Peat manufacture has difficulties; but, fortu- 
nately, distributive transport is favourable at 
the start; for the canals circumnavigate the 
Bog of Allen—a vast tract that would in itself 
supply fuel for a century. But the rivers that 
ought to drain that tract—the tributories of 
of the Barrow, Boyne and Shannon—are a lot 
of choked-up elongated swamps. The bog is 
consequently water-logged; the getting, the 
manufacture, the ia transport, the hand- 
Jing, the drying are all seriously handicapped. ’ 
The deeper strata, the best of the peat, that 
can be made equal to steam-coal, is under 
water and inaccessible. Cheap mannfactured 
peat is impossible without drainage. The 
want of arterial drainage is the cause of huge 
difficulties to Irish progress. The Bog of 
Allen has an altitude of 200 to 300 feet; and, 
although drainage should begin at the outlet, 
thoroughly efficient work could be done in 
the upper waters in the interest of fuel pro- 


_ duction. 


A score of caterpillar grab dredgers capable 
of traversing swamps that man could scarcely 
tread, and of operating in any weather, could 
be at work on the bog-approach streams 
within a few months and would clear the way 
for a big output next season, Drainage plant 
is a crying necessity in many parts of Ireland. 
Economic drainage is impossible by. hand- 
labour. While farmers have to share the 
cost, the work must be done at the lowest 
rock-bottom price. Labour cannot excavate 
under water at any price. An under-water 
rock-breaker smashes the rock at from a tenth 
to a twentieth of the cost of manual labour, 
while the mechanical operations of the plant 
give ample work to absorb ail the local labour 
available. The present fuel crisis but accen- 
tuates the mistake of withholding State sup- 
port from the improvement of access to the 
Arigna coalfield. 

If Government would but totally abolish 
income tax and death duties, making Ireland 
the dumping ground for capital and the 
refuge for wealth, -private enterprise could 
shoulder all these industrial operations, and, 
with other things, save the people from 
perishing over a few crumbs of costly, bad 
coal from Pennsylvania or the Ruhr. An 
Ireland self-contained would be truly an 
Ireland free.—Yours, etc.,

AGRICULTURAL PRODUCE 


PRICES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

S1zr,—So much has been said and written 
by uninformed critics and even friends of the 
Government in regard to the prices of agri- 
cultural produce in their relation to the cost 
of living, that the time is more than oppor- 
tune for the publication of the figures which 
I now append. These figures will, once and 
for all, clear the air and finish with the bone 
of contention which has been paraded in 
Press and on platform on the disparity 
between the price which the farmer receives 
for his produce on the one hand, and what 
the worker, and even the shopkeeper, receive 
for their respective services, on the other. 
Why this matter has not already seen the 
light of day, having regard to the fact that 
monthly issues of the /rish Trade Journal, 
giving facts and figures in regard to matters 
of this kind, are published, I cannot say, but 
the copy of the current month before me 
contains the following :—

It, will be observed that store cattle show 
an average of 74.9 over pre-war, sheep 69.6, 
and pigs 76, making an average for live stock 
of 735.5 over pre-war, as compared with the 
figure of 80, which is the latest index cost of 
living figure for the current period. Live 
stock constitute the outstanding item in the 
retinue of a progressive farmer. Next in 
importance, however, and possibly not less 


important, is butter, which is only 44.9 over | 


re-war, whilst eggs, which are the least 
important of the produce which farmers sell, 
are quoted at 53.1. Seeing that oats is used 
as feeding by most up-to-date farmers, and 
can be economically converted into beef and 
butter, there is no point in taking it into our 
calculations in showing prices of farm pro- 
duce. It will, therefore, be seen that, with 
the exception of butter, those engaged in 
agriculture are not faring much worse from 
the point of return than any other section of 
the community. However, even if we include 
butter as a corresponding item in return to 
cattle, sheep and pigs, we still find that the 
figure works out at 66.3 over pre-war. On 
the other hand, critics should remember that, 
unlike the ordinary citizen, the farmer pays 
no ‘extra rent over 1914, while his rates, 
because of huge grants made by the Govern- 
ment in one form or another, bear very much 
lighter on him than on the general com- 
munity. ' 

As an impartial observer on these matters, 
I think it time that those figures got the 
light cf day. They will certainly come as a 
revelation to many. What is really wrong in 
this country is not that people are not gettin 
value for their money, but that in town Ka 
country alike they are endeavouring to live
